WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—How- 
ard C. Hopson, who was Wash- 
ington’s big bad wolf until the 


Senate punctured his defiance with 
a contempt citation, trudged sub- 
missively back and forth between 
House and Senate Lobby Investi- 
gating committees, last night and 
today, displaying little spirit. All 
the fight seemed to be gone out of 
his plump frame. 

He admitted that his Associated 
Gas & Electric system sought to 
influence newspapers and maga- 
zines against the Wheeler-Rayburn 
Holding Company bill by giving or 
withholding advertising; that it em- 
ployed high school boys to obtain 
signatures to letters and telegrams 
addressed to Congressmen, and 
that it asked holding companies in 
every line of business to throw 
their influence against the mea- 
sure. a 

While the magnate was appear- 
ing before the friendly House 
Rules Committee, the Black Sen- 
ate committee was divulging thut 
of 31,580 telegrams sent to Con- 
gressmen from 20 small towns in 
the East, only 13 were paid for 
by those whose names were signed 
to them. The cost of sending them. 
was $14,732. 

Wishes “He Were Rich.” 

Hopson again failed to state his 
indirect income from A. G. E. He 
said his salaries from his personal 
service companies~probably aggre- 
gated $50,000 a year, and that their 
income during the last year was 
“three, four or five hundred thou- 
sand dollars.” 

“You gentlemen seem to think I 
am a rich man,” he remarked 10 
the Rules Committee—“I only wish 
I were.” 

Although a definite decision has 
not been reached, Senator Black 
indicated that, as a result of Hop- 


committee, the contempt proceed- 
ings against Hopson and his attor- 
ney,, W. A. Hill, his lawyer, would 
be dropped. 

“The main objectives of our com- 
mittee,” he said, “are to expose the 
evils of holding companies, and the 
methods eriployed by them to de- 
feat the Wheeler-Rayburn bill. I 
am not in favor of any course of 
action that might divert attention 
from those purposes.” 

* To Include Lobby. Expense. 

Under Céx’s persistent question- 
ing, Hopson admitted that the com- 
pany intends to include its lobby 
expenditures in the figures which 
it will submit to state commissions 
in its applications for increase in 
rates, 

Alluding to the evidence that As- 
sociated spent at least $805,000 
fighting the Wheeler-Rayburn bill, 
Cox asked Hopson how the com- 
pany could “legitimately” expend 
such a sum for such a purpose. 
| “On the same theory that Con- 
gress would appropriate any sum 
that was necessary to keep. the 
United States from being destroyed 
in a war,” was the,enlightening re- 
sponse. } 

“Do you feel that members of 
Congress should be like cattle, sub- 
ject to purchase at will?” “No, but 
I think we are justified in educat- 
ing members of Congress.” 

Borrowed From Banks. 

When Cox asked Hopson whether 
the cost of the lobby would be 
‘charged to operating expenses, 
Hopson replied that it would be 
borne by investors, but he never 
suceeeded in explaining how. He 
said the money was borrowed from 
banks. 

“What banks?” “Oh, I don’t think 
you ought to ask me that—I don't 
want -to reflect on any bank.” 

At first he said the banks knew 
the money was to be spent on lob- 
bying then. changed his testimony, 
and said they did not. He did tell 
the bankers, he said, that the 
Wheeler-Rayburn bill would “des- 
troy our company.”

Rogers’ Homely Sayings 
Won Fame and Fortune 


Starting in Medicine 
Stage, Screen and 


$25,000 a Week at Times. 


Show, He Became 
Radio Star—Made 


ILL ROGERS’ full name was 

Willidm Penn Adair Rogers. He 

was a cowboy, actor, humorist, 
writer, lecturer, polo player, world 
traveler and flyer, but he went up 
in the air only as a passenger. 

He was born at Oolagah, Indian 
Territory, Nov. 4, 1879, but he 
called Ciaremore, Ok., his “home 
town” and he was a legal resident 
of .Oklahoma, although he spent 
most of his time at his ranch be- 
tween Beverly Hills and Santa 
Monica, Cal. 

He had Indian blood in his veins 
and was proud of it. One of his 
best jokes was based on this. an- 
eestry. He said that his ancestors 
did not come over on the Mayfluow- 
er, but they met the boat. 

His education came, he said, by 
easy stages. “I studied the fourth 
reader for 10 years” he told an 
interviewer, but he was seldom se-i- 
ous on or off the stage. 

He went through the Willow 
Hassell School at Neosho, Mo., and 
Kemper Military Academy at Boon- 
ville and if he did not make a re- 
markable record for scholarship he 
did not fail. 

Beginning of Career. 

His mother wanted him to be- 
come a Methodist minister but he 
had learned to ride a horse and 
throw a rope on his father’s ranch 
so he went back to the rarge. 
Then starting with medicine shows 
and carnivals he went on alang the 
road that finally brought him to 
the top of his profession as an ac- 
tor. 


A rancher, Zach Mulhall, organ- 
ized a wild west show and he 
joined it, finally reaching New 
York. There is a tradition that he 
first attracted public notice on a 
large scale when he lassoed a wiid 
steer that broke loose at Madison 
Square Garden and was about to 
dash through the crowd. 


| Shortly after his first appearance 
fat “the* garden” he went on the 
vaudeville stage. Charley Mack of 
Moran and Mack told of his initial 
efforts in vaudeville.

When his friend, Fred Stone, was 
injured in an airplane accident in 
1929, just before he was to open 
a new play in New York, Rogers 
rushed across the continent, took 
the role “fer old Fred” and scored 
another hit. 

He continued, however, to go on 
“lecture tours,” packing great 
crowds into theaters, auditoriums, 
school houses and churches. He 
raised a small fortune for the drouth 
sufferers in 1930, and without pub- 
licity gave thousands of dollars of 
his private fortune to charity. 

His wealth was estimated by his 
friends at several million dollars 
and he carried life insurance of 
approximately $1,000,000. He never 
talked about his money but he was. 
a high salaried actor for years. 
His salary was $25,000 a week when 
he worked. He vas paid $2500 a 
night for stage appearances and he 
was understood to have received 
$15,000 for eight radio broadcasts. 


Courtship and Marriage. 

He met Betty Blake at a “candy 
pullin’” in Oolagah, but it took him 
a year to win her. He was too bash- 
ful to propose and worked his 
way to South America and Aus- 
tralia learning new rope tricks and 
riding stunts. Finally he came 
back, proposed, was-accepted and 
they were married Nov. 25, 1908. 
Three children were born, Will Jr., 
Mary and Jimmy. All three became 
expert riders like their father and 
for a time the Rogers family could 
put a good polo team on the field.

SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 16.— 
Will Rogers, noted humorist, and 
Wiley Post, who circled the earth 
alone in an airplane, were killed 
last night when their - plane 
crashed 15 miles south of Point 
Barrow, in northernmost Alaska, 
Their deaths were reported to- 
day to the United States Army 
Signal Corps headquarters here by 
its station at Point Barrow, 

The first message said: 

“Post and Rogers crashed 15 
miles south of here at 5 o'clock 
last night. Have recovered 
bodies and placed them in care 
of Dr. Greist (in charge of 
small Point Barrow hospital). 
Standing by on Anchorage 
(Alaska) hourly.” 

The message was signed by Staff 
Sergeant Morgan,-the only Army 
man on duty at the Point Barrow 
settlement. 


Crash on Take-Off. 
Later, he wirelessed the plane 
had crashed from only 50 feet in 
the air after taking off from «a 
small river. He reported:

Auditor Holds Up $174,000 
Due 200 in St. Louis Alleged 
to Be Delinquent.

announced he was holding up pay- 
ment of $174,487 in accounts due 
nearly 200 St. Louis merchants, for 
‘supplies purchased last month in 
connection with unemployment re- 
lief, because these merchants had 
never paid the State sales tax of 
one-half of one per cent, or were 
delinquent in payment of the sales 
tax under tax returns filed. 
Smith said most of the merchants 
were grocers and a few were dry 
goods merchants or wholesalers. He 
said most of the surplies were 
groceries furnished by the mer- 


chants on relief orders issued by 
the relief organization in St. Louis 
or supplies purchased by the State

60 REPORTED KILLED. 
IN ALBANIAN REVOLT! 


Battle Said to Have Occurred 
Following Assassination of 
Gen. Gagliardi. 


By the Associated, Press. 

ATHENS, Aug. 16.—Sixty men 
were reported killed today in a 
fight between Albanian Govern- 
ment forces and rebels marching 
on Tirana, the nation’s capital, from 


the Fieri district. 

The fight is said to have occurred 
from 40 to 50 miles south of the 
capital, with two leaders of the 
Government forces, Djelal Aracitas 
and Col. Gliardi, killed. 

Doubt was cast upon the authen- 
ticity of the reports by the similar- 
ity of the name of Col. Gliardi to 
that of Brigadier-General Leon Ga- 
gliardi, assassinated yesterday. 

The home of Chevket Verlazzi, 
leader of one faction, is said to be 
heavily guarded by his followers.

LONDON, Aug. 16.—An exchange 
telegraph dispatch from Athens re- 
ported today unconfirmed rumors 
of a revolt in Albania headed by 
Chevket Verlazzi, “who at one time 
entertained hope his daughter 
would marry King Zog.” 

The Exchange Telegraph Co. cor- 
respondent at Vienna reported that 
the assassin of Gen. Gagliardi was 
stated to have confessed he intend- 
ed to kill King Zog.

Proposes to Open Discus- 
sions with U. S., Japan, 
France and Italy in Lon- 
don ‘‘About October.” 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 16.—The British 
Government announced today that 
it had invited the United States, 


Japan, France and Italy to a pre- 
liminary naval conference “about 
October.” 

The conference would follow bi- 
lateral discussions which Great 
Britain has scheduled with France, 
Italy and Russia. These discus- 
sions are expected to begin in Sep- 
tember. 

The purpose of the preliminary 
conference would be to discuss a 
possible agreement on naval arms 
limitation, the whole to be consum- 
mated at a formal conference, as 
provided in the Washington treaty 
of 1922, at some future date. 

It was stated here that the date 
for the formal conference which, 
under the treaty, is supposed to be 
held sometime in 1935, is still “in- 
definite as ever.” Consequently, a 
preliminary’ conference would de- 
cide the fate of the formal confer- 
ence. 

The invitations were issued to the 
various embassies here during sev- 
eral days beginning Aug. 3, it was 
reported. 

It is understood that Germany 
and Russia later may be invited to 
the preliminary conference if the 
Washington treaty powers—named 
in the invitation—accept the Brit- 
ish suggestion. 

It was said the British Govern- 
ment felt the formal conference 
specified by the Washington treaty 
would have to be called by the 
United States, since the treaty orig- 
inated with the United States. How- 
ever, the United States could issue 
a call for the conference anywhere, 
including London. | 

The British Government tried 
late last year to get the three ma- 
jor naval Powers, Great Britain, the 
United States and Japan, into some 
kind of an agreement. Representa- 
tives of the three met in London 
in June, went into recess, met again 
in October, and finally adjourned 
Dec. 19. 

At the close of the parleys, an 
official communique stated: “The 
naval conversations . . . are agreed 
by the representatives of all three 
Governments to have served a use- 
ful purpose.” 

Despite this “useful purpose,” 
however, the Japanese Government 
announced it was ending its partici- 
pation in the Washington Treaty— 
the treaty which established the 
5-5-3 ratio with Japan on the short 
end—on Dec. 31, 1936. 


NEW POLICY ON OIL AND GAS 
PROSPECTING GIVEN APPROVAL 


House and Senate Adopt Report on 
Bill to Substitute Leases for 
Permits. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. i16.—Final 
action on the O’Mahoney-Greever 
oil and gas prospecting measure 
was taken yesterday with adoption 
of the conference report on the bill 
by both House and Senate. The 
bill now goes to the White House. 


Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, and Representative 
Greever (Dem.), Wyoming, spon- 


sored the measure which substitutes 
for the permit system, the issuance 
of leases for oi] and gas prospecting 
on public lands. 

Under the existing law two-year 
permits are issued for such pros- 
pecting and may be renewed. Leases 
are granted only after discovery of 
oil or gas. 

Under the new plan (five-year 
leases would be issued for oil and 
gas prospecting on unproved lands 
with renewals so long as they are 
found in paying quantities. On 
proved lands leases will be issued 
for 10 years or so long as oil or 
gas is found in paying quantities. 


HIGHWAY BETWEEN LAREDO 
AND MEXICO, D, F., CLOSED 


Information Received by Automo- 
bile Club From Secretary of 
Mexican Association. 

A warning to motorists planning 
to drive to Mexico, D. F., was is- 
sued yesterday by the Automobile 
Club of Missouri, on receipt of a 
letter announcing the highway had 
been closed by the Mexican Fed- 
eral Department of Highways be- 

tween Laredo and the capital. 

Closing the road Aug. 4 was made 
necessary by the rainy season and 
frequent landslides in the newly 
excavated mountain. section, ac- 
cording to the letter from Jose Ri- 
vera, secretary-manager of the 
Mexican Automobile Association. It 
is expected the highway will be 
opened in about two months. 

Although the highway has been 
blasted through solid rock at ele- 
vations of about 8000 feet south of 
Monterrey, heavy’ rains have 
caused dirt slides from above. High 
water also has put out of commis- 
sion three ferries by which rivers 
must be crossed in the sector about 
250 miles-north of Mexico, D. F. 


HOUSE PASSES RAILROAD BILL 


Measure Designed to Prevent Inac- 
tion by Minority Owners. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16. — The 
House passed and sent to the Sen- 
ate yesterday a measure intended 
to prevent minority . shareholders 
from holding up the reorganization 
of railroads under the bankruptcy 
laws. 

The Senate Interstate Cornmerce 
Committee reported favorably on a 
similar measure and it was said 
by a committee member that sena- 
torial action was expected before 
the end of the session. The House 
Judiciary Committee said the bill 
provides that two-thirds of those of 
each class who vote upon a reor- 
ganization plan can bind the dis- 
senters and those who fail to re- 
cord thier votes. It also provides 
that the course may make effective 
a fair and equitable plan over the 


dissent of such minorities.” .

Delegate to Moscow Meeting Says 
Ethiopian War Would Cause 
Wave of Discontent.

MOSCOW, Aug. 16.—A movement 
by Communists to cripple Italian 
military operations in East Africa 
through the organized reajstance of 
workers in Italy was described to- 
day at the comintern by Italy's 
delegate, M. Batista. 


He said Communist agents were 
busily “revealing the imperialistic 
character” of the military plans 
to the Italian people and enrolling 
the workers in a campaign of op- 
position. He admitted the task was 
difficult because of Mussolini’s rig- 
id control of the international sit- 
uation. 

He predicted, however, that if 
war were carried out against Ethi- 
opia, Mussolini would have to cope 
with a esrious wave of distcontent 
among his own people.

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THE SOCIAL SECURITY ACT. 

President Roosevelt's statement as he signed the 
social security bill was commendably restrained. He 
regarded the measure as historic—and in a sense it 
is—but he wisely refrained from encouraging hopes 
that it would usher in a millennium. It would give 
“some measure of protection to 30,000,000 of our citi- 
zens,” but it could not give complete insurance 
against “the hazards and vicissitudes of life.” It 
represented, said the President, “a cornerstone in a 
structure which is being built but which is by no 
means complete.” 

We have already reviewed the terms of this meas- 
ure and pointed out its limitations. There are grave 
doubts as to the practicability of some of its pro- 
visions; whether these doubts are to be resolved in 
favor of the act will depend in large measure on the 
way in which it is administered and the effectiveness 
of the proposed co-operation between the states and 
the Federal Government. Much will depend, there- 
i fore, on the character of the President's appointees 
to the social security board which is to administer 
important phases of the program, It will be the 
high duty of these officials to keep partisan politics 
out of the handling of the great funds that are to 
be built up for the old-age pension and unemploy- 
ment insurance systems, 

Meantime, it is important, as the President real- 
izes, that too high hopes should not be roused by 
the act. It is not a depression cure, though it may 
“lessen the force of possible future depressions.” 
It cannot give jobs to those who are now jobless, 
nor can it do more for the worker displaced in the 
future than tide him over for a limited period. With 
agricultural, domestic and casual laborers, farmers, 
professional workers and small proprietors neces- 
sarily excluded from the working of the unemploy- 
ment insurance provisions, the act can benefit little 
more than half of the gainfully employed. Whatever 
good it may accomplish, the great problem of finding 
a cure for our fundamental trouble—mass unemploy- 
ment—will remain.

Surely there can 
be no better use for such a surplus than in giving 
public employes the hours the Government has urged 
for private employes, and in providing work for a 
distressed group.

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JOHN McDONALD AND THE MOONEY CASE. 

As the celebrated Mooney case approaches its 
twentieth anniversary, John McDonald, one of the 
key witnesses of the State at the original trials of 
Mooney and Billfngs, is again being importuned to 
change his version of What happened on the day 
of the Preparedness day massacre and the evenis of 
the following week. McDonald lies on a hospital 
bed in Baltimore. He is 63 years old and is partly 
paralyzed. His memory of what happened in July, 
1916, is so dulled by the passage of time and by 
mental confusion that whatever he says would appear 
to be worthless. 

McDonald testified not only at the trials of Mooney 
and Billings, but also at those of Rena Mooney and 
Israel Weinberg.

Burden of the Complaint 


O many who have tried to hold up the 
T President's hands, certain of his recent 

actions have been very disturbing. It 
should not be counted unfriendly in them 
to say frankly what it is that so deeply 
disturbs them. 

They have been made to feel that the 
extraordinary powers entrusted to the Pres- 
ident for meeting an emergency are being 
abused. This feeling, which might other- 
wise be dismissed as vague and insubstan- 
tial, has been crystallized by the story of 
the tax bill. 

In presenting his budget last January, 
the President had said that no new taxes 
were called for this year. In June, he sent 
a message to Congress outlining the general 
principles of new taxes. But this message 
contained no specific recommendations for 
legislation, and it was soon made clear 
that the Treasury had not prepared a new 
tax program. Then suddenly, under polit- 
ical pressure, the decision was taken to 
pass the new laws in six days, and when 
this coup was frustrated by the public out- 
cry, the decision was taken to railroad a 
bill through the weary Congress, without 
serious hearings, with no more than per- 
functory debate. 

Now, a tax bill which deals drastically 
with very large incomes and very large 
inheritances is an important measure. It 
will have great consequences over a long 
period of time. By no stretch of the im- 
agination can it be described as having any 
direct and immediate relation to the eco- 
nomic crisis of 1932-33. That is has noth- 
ing to do with the present financial needs 
of the Government is demonstrable from 
the fact that it is not related to the budget 
and that the immediate yield of these taxes 
is negligible in relation to the deficit. 

By every conceivable test, this tax meas- 
ure is not an emergency measure. Yet it 
is being driven through Congress as if it 
were an emergency measure. This is a grave 
abuse of the extraordinary powers with 
which the country entrusted the President 
in order to meet the crisis of 1933. He is 
using his command of a great majority to 
prevent the adequate investigation of and 
a sufficient debate on a major measure of 
far-reaching importance.

» The issue which this raises is much great- 
er than the tax bill itself. It is whether 
all the other major reforms which Mr. 
Roosevelt may have in mind are to be an- 
nounced as suddenly and are to be rail- 
roaded as summarily, or whether he is g0- 
ing to be able and willing to return to the 
orderly procedure of democratic debate. 

Under the normal! procedure, reforms are 
announced, are considered over a long pe- 
riod, and are passed or rejected when the 
people have had time to understand tfe 
question and to decide it. Public opinion 
has its day in court. During wars and in 
great emergencies, even in free countries, 
this slow procedure has to be cut short or 
even suspended, But it is the very essence 
of a free government that the executive 
shall not legislate for normal times until 
the people have had an opportunity to hear 
the argument and give their consent. 

I do not mean to imply that I think Mr. 
Roosevelt has the ambitions of a dictator. 
or that he is not a loyal defender of free 
instit(fions. But I do think that he has 
let zeal, political caiculation, the intoxica-

tion of power, heat and fatigue, confuse 
his grasp of a very simple but very funda- 
mental political principle. This country 
will have to undertake many far-reaching 
reforms. But in undertaking them, there 
is such a thing as due process, not merely 
in law, but in morals and in democratic 
methods. The manner in which this tax 
legislation has been handled violates the 
very spirit of due process. 

It is possible, I think, to put one finger 
on the reason Mr. Roosevelt has departed 
from this principle. The traditional prac- 
tice of American Presidents is to lay their 
whole program before Congress at the open- 
ing of each session. This enables. the 
country to consider the program as a whole. 
It puts everyone on notice. It means am- 
ple time for investigation and debate. Ex- 
cept in unforeseen emergencies, it means 
that men can look ahead for at least a year 
knowing all that is in the mind of the 
President. 

In the 1933 crisis, it was impracticable 
to announce a complete program at the out- 
set. Mr. Roosevelt had to act, as he him- 
self described it, like a quarterback in a 
football game. Instead of one comprehen- 
sive message at the outset, he therefore 
sent in a series of terse recommendations 
without previous notice. This was the sound 
method for dealing with a crisis. 

> > * 

The trouble is that Mr. Roosevelt, having 
found that it worked well in the crisis, con- 
tinued to use it when the crisis had passed. 
It does not work well for ordinary legisla- 
tion and especially for long-time reforms. 
It creates precisely that atmosphere of un- 
certainty and unpredictable excitement, cf 
improvisation and haphazardness, which are 
fatal to confidence and to orderly govern- 
ment. 

Months ago, many of us urged him to re- 
turn to the traditional practice of the Presi- 
dent, to outline his whole program in one 
message and to give up the sudden an- 
nouncing of great new projects. It was 
Supposed that he had done that in his radio 
address last April. But apparently, upset 
by the Supreme Court action in the NRA 
case, he reverted to his emergency meth- 
ods, revised his “must” program from day 
to day without notice, and then, to cap the 
climax, thrust the whole tax business sud- 
denly upon a weary Congress and an un- 
prepared people. 

This procedure will ruin him if he con- 
tinues to follow it. The country will be- 
come increasingly uneasy as it is taught 
to believe that something wholly unexpec- 
ed may be proposed at any moment from 
the Whit: House. It will be impossible fo- 
any but blind partisans to support the 
President if he refuses them the right to 
know in advance and as a whole what they 
are asked to support. The Government be- 
comes personal, arbitrary and capricious 
when, at any moment and without notice. 
major reforms are announced, and without 
due democratic process are railroaded on 
to the statute books. 

The President is to make some speeches 
when Congress adjourns. Let him tell the 
country what to expect. Let him see what 
remains to be done in the near future. This 
is no unreasonable demand. It is a demand 
that the President of the United States 
take tne people of the United States into 
his confidence. It is their right.

LAWS HARDER NOW

Excise Commissioner in. Pre 
| and Post-Prohibition Days 
Draws Contrasts. 


Changes in stangards of good 
conduct, drinking habits and the 
type of liquor merchants, brougnt 
about during the prohibition -era, 
have made the task of enforcing 
liquor laws more difficult than in 
the days when taverns were known 
as saloons, Excise Commissioner 
Thomas L. Anderson, who held the 
same post 20 years ago, told the 
Kiwanis Club yesterday at Hotel 
Statler. 

“But in one respect I find the 
work the same,” Anderson said. 
“Il find myself between Scylla and 
Charybdis. If I revoke a license 
Il am crazy; if I don't I'm crooked.” 

“Charybdis,” the commissioner 
explained, was not the name of a 
new cocktail although he suggested 
that the classic whirlpool might 
aptly lend its name to some of the 
pink concoctions ordered by young 
women, who, in another day, would 
have found sufficient stimulation 
in a fudge sundae or a strawberry 
soda. 

“Women drinking at bars was 
one of the problems with which I 
did not have to contend when I 
served my first term as excise com- 
missioner in the days before prohi- 
bition,’ Anderson observed. “Then 
a woman, properly escorted, might 
visit a wine room, but never a 
saloon. 

“During prohibition it became 
the smart thing for women to ac- 
company men to bars. ‘To meet 
their demands a tavern owner 
must carry an extensive assort- 
ment of liquors instead of a dozen 
standard brands of whisky and a 
keg of beer and must have a tiled 
flood and chromium plated counter 
instead of sawdust underfoot and 
a mahogany bar with a brass ral. 

“The old-time law-abiding sa- 
loonkeeper—the solid citizen who 
marched off to church each Sunday 
with his family—has almost passed 
out of existence. Many tavern 
keepers now are those who oper- 
ated speakeasies during  prohibi- 
tion.” 

Hastily drafted State liquor laws 
and city ordinances together with 
court decisions rise to plague the 
commissioner's office, Anderson 
complained. His own regulation 
prohibiting the serving of women 
at bars, effective last Wednesda,, 
was received with rejoicing by 
bartenders, he said, and numerous 
letters had been received by his 
office from women approving the 
action,- although some complained 
it was not drastic enough since 
women still may be served at ta- 
bles. 

“But 
isn't as bad as 


in some respects the job 
it was 20 years 
ago,” Anderson went on. “I don't 
have to act as censor for art of 
the September Morn type then in 
vogue as part of the back~-bar, and 
I don’t have to contend with the 
noisy nickel-in-the-slot piano. 
“However, half the people want 
to shoot me for being too severe 
and the other half want to poison 
me for being too lax.”

HOLC LOANS IN STATE 


Missouri Manager Grants Terms 
Where Good Faith Is Shown 
—Few ‘Dead Beats.” 


Approximately 6900 Missourians 
who have refinanced mortgages 
on their homes through long-term, 
low interest loans from the Home 
Owner's Loan Corporation are 120 


days delinquent in their payments,| guest her 


Grover C. Vardover, State HOLC 
manager, said today. 

Letters urging the mortgagors to 
appear and expiain their delin- 
quency had sent 88. per cent of 
them to the four district offices, 
he said. Eighteen field workers 
are visiting the remaining 720 who 
failed to acknowledge the :etters. 

Most of the delinquent mort- 
gagors have told HOLC officials 
that their income has been less 
than expected or that other imme- 
diate needs had arisen. If they 
convince investigators of their 
good faith, time extensions are 
granted or payments are tempo- 
rarily reduced, according to Van- 
dover. 

“A very small number are ‘dead- 
beats, who frankly admit they do 
not intend to pay,” Vandover said. 
“These persons get little quarter 
from us. The loans were of-an 
emergency character, saving a 
great many homes. They are going 
to be collected,” he said. There 
have been six or seven foreclosures 
in Missouri. 

The agency has lent more than 
$70,000,000 to 23,000 persons since 
October, 1933. Of ‘hat number 
10,000 are residents of St. Louis or 
St. Louis County. The loans are 
to be repaid over a 15-year period, 
with monthly payments of $7.97 for 
each $1000 borrowed, 

The most difficult cases of de- 
linquency to adjust, Vandover said, 
are those in which home owners 
are old persons with no earning 
capacity or other source of income. 
For those, as well as for others 
who cannot repay the loan, HOLC 
has suggested these courses: rent- 
ing the property and moving to 
cheaper quarters or selling the 
home. 

Since July 15, when the activity 
against failure to pay began, the 
volume of payment had been satis- 
factory, he said. When the making 
of new loans ceases—about 50 are 
being made each week—other 
HOLC empiloves will be released 
for investigation of the delinauent 
mortgagors.

Nolte Opposed 1934 Issue. 


The Comptroller was opposed to 
the 1934 bond issue because he 
was unwilling to support any fur- 
ther bonded indebtedness unless 
ample provision was made in the 
sinking fund tax rate to meet in- 
terest and principal requirements 
of bonds already outstanding. He 
was afraid the sinking fund tax 
rate, which has been 39 cents on 
the $100 valuation for several 
years, would have to be increased 
to meet existing obligations. How- 
ever, the Board of Estimate avoid- 
ed an increase in this rate by au- 
thorizing $1,566,000 in refunding 
bonds, which were sold last Jan. 17. 

The vote on the 11 bond proposi- 
tions, which varied little on the sep- 
arate items, averaged about 112,000 
“yes” and 28,000 “no,” with a sur- 
plus of about 19,000 more votes than 
the required two-thirds majority.

Number of Fatalities in Italian In- 
undation Estimated at 300; Many 
Families Wiped Out. 


OVADA, Italy, Aug. 16.—Surviv- 


town and its environs with the col- 
lapse of a hydro-electric dam Tues- 
day, devoted themselves today to 
the task of burying the dead. 
Sixty bodies were extricated from 
the mud and debris yesterday, but 
the task of identification proceeded 
slowly.

“When the water from the moun- 
tain rushed down upon us, I was 
in the village of Borgo,” said Gion- 
sa. “I managed to escape with 
some others to the roof of a house. 
From there we saw a number of 
people clinging to protruding stones 
of a wall along the main street. 
“I managed to get hold of some 
sheets on the top floor of the house 
where we were. Those with me 
made a rope from the sheets and 
tied it to me. 

“I. jumped into the flood and 
managed to cross the street, which 
was a torrent. One by one, I got 
hold of the people who were cling- 
ing to the wall. Each time friends 
hauled me back to the roof with a 
person in my arms.”
